no more fear than a bobolink has when it 
perches on a willow, stood straight up at 
the end of the room in a little alcove.

The workmen, the paviors from the 
«treets, believed themselves to see a vision, 
a resplendent vision of liberty incarnate, 
and Tony Revillon said, in one of the daily 
journals: 
She comes to us from hei m ountains 
W here blows the breath of the se a ; 
She knew as a child the spirit 
That fills the breast of the free. 
Beauty and grace im m ortal 
Thou dost the soul enehuin; 
Eager to follow thy gesture. 
We spurn the altars of gain.

For every' m au Is our brother, 
And every lyrant our foe.

“A t the head of our columnsT’ 
Alas! 
these columns were too soon in motion. I t 
all came sooner than 
singer or poet 
dreamed. 
The war—the defeat—thesiege 
—event upon event, blow upon blow; and 
last of all the Commune, with its train of 
devils following. 
The foolish girl from 
Provence, whirled as a bird in the tempest, 
drunk by the furor, the rush of the pas­ 
sions, the popularity of the songs—sung 
everywhere “ La Marianne,” the last out­ 
cry of the popular heart. 
She would have 
rung in the floods of the deluge; better 
still, in the tem¡iest of fire. 
One day the 
surge of the revolution caught her in the 
street, and carried her, as a leaf is tossed 
by the billow, into the very palace of the 
Tuileries. The populace poured in to give 
itself a carouse in the magnificent salon. 
Arms blacked with powder picked up 
“ M arianne” —for to the insurgents Mme. 
Bordas was the very incarnation of Ma­ 
rianne, the spirit of the Commune—and 
placed her upon the imperial throne un­ 
der the red hangings of tiie empire. “Sing 
to us,” shouted the crowd—“ siug 10 us the 
last song which these doomed walls shall 
ever hear,” and the little Provencal, 
twisting a red cap about her blonde tresses, 
broke out in the fierce strains of “ La Ca­ 
naille.” 
A mighty cry followed the last refrain; 
“ Vive la Republique.” Only one voice, 
lost somewhere in the crowd, answered in 
Provencal dialect: “ Vive St. Gens.” 
Suddenly La Montelaise was as one be­ 
fore whose vision rises a thick mist. 
In 
her blue eyes two tears glistened, and her 
cheeks grew white as death. 
“ Open the windows, give her air,” cried 
some one, seeing that the blood ceased to 
flow from her heart. 
Ah, poor Rosette, it 
is not lack of air that disturbs th ee; it is 
the vision of St. Gens in the mountains; 
it is the innocent joy of festivities among 
the vineyards of Provence ; it is all this 
which some unknown voice has chanced to 
call up from memory to overpower the 
present. 
Meanwhile the multitnde, decking itself 
with the draperies of the imperial throne, 
surges through the yawning doors of the 
palace. 
Round the doomed city the roar 
of the cannon grows more loud and omi­ 
nous; there are discordant cries in the 
somber streets; afar off one hears the 
thunder of the approaching 
batteries; 
an odor as of petroleum fills the throat 
and chokes the breath, and now high 
toward the clouds roll the smoke and 
flame which burst from every window, 
casement and door of the Tuileries. 
Poor child singer from the happy fields 
of Provence—thy voice is hushed; thy 
face is no longer seen upon crowded boule­ 
vard, and no bird sings above thy grave. 
T hat hour upon the throne of empire was 
thy last.— The Independent.

You get more real fun from half an hour 
w ith them than from all the books of the 
American humorists.” 
A recent writer on Na¡>oleon “doesn’t 
find that he ever deserved the epithet of 
cruel, though he occasionally resorted to 
measures of extrem e severity. 
H e repre­ 
sents him to lie always considerate and 
kind to the sick and wounded, and be­ 
lieves that he never needlessly sacrificed 
the lives of his men." 
And he might 
have added, lie never allowed the lives of 
his men to stand in the way if he wished 
to accomplish an object—that is, at least, 
as we have read history. 
“A new set of school readers in London 
will contain, instead of the usual short 
pieces, condensations of such novels as 
‘Vicar of Wakefield’, and ‘R ip V an W in­ 
kle,’ the objeit being to keep up the inter­ 
est of the pupil in what he is reading.” 
In this respect our English cousins are 
sadly behind the times. In Boston schools 
standard literary works have been used as 
reading material for many years, with ex­ 
cellent results. 
Nor has this been con­

thorne's manuscript in their later novels. 
Mrs. Stowe’s was handsome, plain and ap­ 
parently dashed off with vigor; H aw­ 
thorne’s carefully and closely written in 
in every part, and without interlineation. 
Mrs. Stowe was not careful, and though 
she did not interlinéate a great deal, it 
was not an uncommon thing to find inac­ 
curacies in her writing. 
I worked hard to 
help her make her negro dialect consistent 
one place with another. 
Hawthorne was 
the most remarkable writer I ever knew 
in one respect. 
There is not an italicized 
word in his works, from one end to the 
other. 
Ilis style is so perfect that he 
seems never to have felt the need of any 
emphasizing except what itself furnishes. 
Jam es T. Fields carefully preserved the 
manuscript of Hawthorne's novels.” 
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Statistic* C oncerning B eer. 
Professor

ing some statistics on the consumption of 
this beverage, the lecturer went on to de­ 
sorille its manufacture and adulteration. 
The biithplace of beer is Egypt. 
A papy­ 
rus has been discovered on which a father 
reproaches his son for lounging about in 
taverns and 
drinking too much beer. 
From the Egyptians the art of brewing 
descended to the Ethiopians. 
W hile the 
Romans despised beer, the Germans of the 
north of Europe fully appreciated its good 
qualities. However, the refreshing draught 
became more popular in the first half of 
the middle ages. 
In the beginning only 
convents obtained the monojioly of brew­ 
ing beer, hut later on the privilege was ex­ 
tended to lay corporations. 
In Austria, 
the first brewery was established in Vienna 
in 1560, and beer soon became the favorite 
beverage of all classes. 
A t present the 
yearly production throughout the whole 
world amounts to 5,600,000 gallons, Eng­ 
land taking the lead, with 2,000,000.—Pop­ 
ular Science News.

O o r N a tio n a l S o lo n s K r,Jo yin g o i l A d u l­ 
te ra tio n a t Ih o C a p ito l. 
Perhaps no better il lustration of the 
extent to which adulteration or misrepre­ 
sentation in onr food supply can be found 
than in the fact that the salad oil served 
in the restaurant of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives ia a bogus article. 
One of the editors of this paper, who is 
somewhat of a connoisseur, while taking 
liis luncheon there recently, saw at once 
that the oil in the salad was not olive oil, 
and calling for the bottle found that it 
bore the following lab e l: 
MEDAILLK L’OR. 
Haile 
D’Odve. 
Francois Ferrari. 
1‘ort Mauncs. 
PRE3 NICE 
I TALI K 
Superfine. Guramie. 
Subsequent examination develojred the 
fact that it was cottonseed oil, pure and 
simple. 
I he words “Pres Nice Ita!ie” (near Nice, 
Italy) would seem to indicate a very de­ 
fective knowledge of geography on the part 
of the person who made the labels, Nice 
being in France, near the Italian bound- 
arj\ . . 
W hile we do not object to the u^e of 
cottonseed oil as such, we do inos, em phat­ 
ically object to its being sold under false 
representations; and we prefer olive oil in 
our salads, 
i t may be a gratification to 
the Southern members of Congress to find 
the productions of the Sunny South ’ so 
widely diilused, but we are sure that if 
they are to eat cottonseed oil wilh their 
salad, they would prefer to take it for 
w hat it is rather than under false pre­ 
tenses. 
Probably the proprietor of the House 
restaurant has been imposed upon by the 
party from whom he purchased his sup­ 
plies, as presumably he would want the 
best article and be willing to pay for such. 
A good deal of imported “ olive o il” now­ 
adays is mixed with cotton-Bted oil, pre­ 
viously exported from t.;is country, and 
we understand that a prom inent member 
of the “ Societe Culinaire,” an ex-chef of 
one of our prominent New York hotels, ia 
engaged in supplying imported “ olive 
oil ” (?) to the public at a price below what 
a genuine article can be furnished. 
That bogus olive oil is being supplied in 
the restaurant ol Congress, however, ought 
to be sufficient evidence to members that 
there is a necessity for the speedy passage of 
the comprehensive and reasonable adult­ 
eration bill introduced by Senator Sher­ 
man in the Senate, and Mr. Crisp in the 
House, and which is indorsed by the N a­ 
tional Pure Food Association. 
I t applies 
alike to imported and domestic goods,*and 
provides safeguards against injurious adult­ 
eration and m isrepresentation.—American 
Grocer.■ -

Tho Tobacco líR blt Not Injnrious 
“ In every land and in every clime 
where the use of tobacco prevails it causes 
degeneration, degradation, debasement— 
physical, m ental and moral—disease and 
death, or individual and national deca­ 
dence.” Such is the statem ent of Dr. Geo. 
J . Zeigler in an article on the “ Tobacco 
Poison” in the Sanitarian. 
" I do not believe there is any more 
harm in smoking a cigar or pipe after eat­ 
ing than there is in drinking tea or coffee. 
Any luxury carried to an excess carries 
w ith it a penalty. For my own part I con­ 
sider that smoking acts as a sedative and 
equalizer of the temper, assists digestion, 
and is a medium of sociability among men 
w hich should not be discarded.” 
tío says 
Dr. A. E. Adams, of Danbury, Conn., in 
an article entitled “ Is Smoking Injurious." 
T he doctors disagree, but there can bo 
no doubt as to whose view is nearer the 
tru th . The broad statem ent of D r. Zeigler 
is contradicted not only by general expe­ 
rience, but by the undoubted fact that 
such countries as Germany and the United 
States, two nations which are certainly 
not suffering from decadence, consume 
three or four times more tobacco per capiti 
than do th e Spaniards or Italians, nations 
of by no means so vigorous a vitality. The 
real facts as to the iufluer.ee of tobacco on 
the health are fairly well established, and 
the occasional outburst of anti-tobacco fa­ 
naticism does not aticct received medical 
opinion. Tobacco is pernicious to growing 
children. 
Used in moderation the major­ 
ity of healthy adults can smoke it without 
harm . 
I t does cot in these shorten life or 
produce degenerate changes. 
N early one- 
half of Professor H um phrey's collection of 
centenarians were tobacco users. 
It is par­ 
ticularly harmless to those who live out­ 
doors and engage in physical work. 
It is 
particularly apt to injure those who live 
indoors. 
The worst feature about its use 
is the difficulty some persons have in 
smoking in moderation. 
This is especially 
true of brain-workers, and it is for this 
reason that physicians never advise tho 
aoquiremcnt of the tobacco habit. 
But 
among the great mass of working people 
the use of tobaocois apparently a harmless 
one.—New York Medical Journal. 
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Fr*»aon Vineyard*. 
According to a report transmitted to the 
State D epartm ent by Frank Mason, United 
States Consul at Marseilles, France, the 
area of vine_ ards that will be planted to 
American phylloxera-resisting vines in that 
country this year will not fall short of 
1175.000 acres. 
At this rate of substitution, 
he says, the complete restoration of the 
vineyards of France is a question of only a 
few years. 
Mr. Mason states that, in hÍ3 
opinion, the vintage of 1388, so far as 
this restoration has already gone, will 
reach that of the antc-phylloxera period 
preceding the Fronco-Germun war. 
E vi­ 
dently, says the tían Francisco Merchant. 
Mr. Mason has not lately consulted the 
statistics of viticulture in the country to 
which he is accredited, or he imagines that 
the moment a phylloxera proof vine is 
planted it commences to produce grapes, 
instead of going through a process of growth 
and grafting which consumes years. 
Ac­ 
cording to the figures prepared by the 
French Commission of Indirect Taxes, 
and reproduced in the Bulletin recently 
from the Moniteur Vinecole, the vineyard 
area and wine production of that country 
have steadily declined since 1875, the 
year of the greatest production. 
In that 
year the acreage was 5,550,000, and the pro­ 
duction 1,820,000,000 gallune. Last year the 
acreage was 4,860,375, and the yieid 546,­ 
797,000 gallons. 
In twelve years the area 
of the French vineyards has fallen off 
nearly a million acres and the yield overa 
billion gallons. 
D uring these years'the 
demands of the French people have been 
met with the wines from Italy, Spain, 
Portugal and other countries. 
The statis­ 
tics referred to show that in 1875 France 
imported 81,787,000 gallons. In 1S87 250,- 
556.000 were imported and 51,100,000 ex­ 
ported. 
There is no doubt but th a t the 
vineyards of France are being rapidly re­ 
stored by means of the phylloxera-proof 
vines imported from the United States, 
but the end of the century will probably 
not see the vine production reach the fig­ 
ures of any of the years preceding the 
phylloxera period.

The poet has w ritten ,‘Life 
is on fairy tale twice written.’ 
H e might 
have said a thousand times written. Tnere 
is noV- an ago in which I cannot find my 
spirit. 
You do not believe in the doctrine 
of surviving personalities, for tho reason 
th a t you do not recollect your anterior 
existence. 
JBut how can the recollection 


of vanished ages remain im printed on your 
memory when you do not remember a 
thousand and one scenes and events of 
your present life? Since 1802 there have 
been ten Victor Hugos in me. The tomb 
is dark, and when I shall have passed the 
tomb to emerge into light once more, all 
these Victor Hugos will be strangers to 
me, but it will be the same soul.”— New 
Moon.

A southern correspondent colls attention 
to what he considers an im portant point in I 
transplanting trees, v iz : 
To have the 1 
tree when transplanted, in the same posi­ 
tions as to the points of the compass as 
before removal. 
He says: 
"T h e south 
side of a tree is exposed to the direct rays 
of the sun, while the north side is more or 
less protected from them. 
N ature accom­ 
modates itself to this changed condition, 
and the difference in development in man v 
trees on the south and north sides is obvi­ 
ous to ordinary observation. 
\V hen the south side- of a tree is turned 
to the north, each aide finds itself in a po­ 
sition for which nature has made no 
preparation, and death follows almost as 
certainly as if the top were put in the 
ground and the roots turned up to the 
sky. 
The willow and some other trees will 
grow if planted upside down, and many 
trees will grow with the south .side turned 
to tho north, but with trees difficult to 
transplant at best, it is a mistake very apt 
to be fa:a! to turn the south side to the 
north, and the older the tree the greater 
the danger of changing sides in trans­ 
planting.

Charles Bradlaugh for libel, claiming dam­ 
ages in £500, for stating that Lord Salis­ 
bury had given Peters £25 to promote 
meeting of 
workingmen 
in Trafalgar 
Square. 
On the trial Lord Salisbury 
testified 
that 
his Secretary had sent 
£25 to the Dock Laborers’ Association to 
provide a free breakfast for the starving 
poor, but denied that he had given any 
aid to promote the workingmen’s meetings 
that were held prior to the Trafalgar 
Square riots. Peters testified that he had 
never received any money from Lord Sal* 
isbury for any purpose. 
Bradlaugh de­ 
fended on the ground that his statement 
was privileged; being overruled, he ex­ 
pressed regret that he had made the charge 
against Lord Salisbury; nevertheless a 
verdict was rendered on the 13th instant 
against the defendant for £500. 
It is thus again exemplified to how much 
stricter accountability one is held for libel 
in England than in our own country. 
While here it is only with the utmost dif­ 
ficulty that a verdict can be secured against 
a libeler, in England the laws against de­ 
famation of character are rigidly enforced, 
and, as a result, there is uo such indulg­ 
ence in libelous utterances or publica­ 
tions as in this couutry. The law and the 
practice here are exceedingly lax, and the 
sensational newspaper takes very little 
concern about the defamation it utters. It 
assails character with amazing reckless­ 
ness, and seldom, if ever, does it pause to 
contemplate the pain its libel and false­ 
hood infiict, or the irreparable injury done 
by its careless trilling with reputation. It 
“ takes the chances ” of its victims being 
able or courageous enough to pursue their 
remedies in the Court, and of an American 
jury being sufficiently bold to hold against 
the libeler. 
If a victim now and then 
does take up the legal cudgels and the 
libeler is mulcted in damages, the loss is 
casi into the expense account, and consid­ 
ered as offset to the instances in which ac­ 
tions were not brought. 
This system is thoroughly demoralizing, 
and most so to journalism; it lowers 
the tone of the press, lessens its influence 
as a factor of civilization and leads the 
public to look upon all its statements with 
suspicion where any personality wiiatever 
is involved. The vice of the license seized 
upon by the lawless and libeling press in 
promotion of its 
sensationalism mast 
have 
an 
end. 
Society 
will 
not 
always 
endure 
it, 
or 
make 
the 
1 iberty of the press forever a shield for reck­ 
less and unprovoked assaults upon char 
aeter. The decent press itself will pres­ 
ently be compelled in the interests of self­ 
preservation to cast its influence in favor 
of greater rigors of law, and the cultiva­ 
tion of a more courageous disposition 
among the people in resistance to the out­ 
rages of sensational sheets. 
A signal instance of the shamelessness 
of the sensational system has just been 
brought to public notice in San Francisco. 
To give opportunity for display of vulgar 
wit, and to enable the paper to cater to 
the taste for the scandalous, a daily jour­ 
nal noted for its sensationalism and its 
pandering to low tastes, published and 
illustrated a sensational story concerning a 
gentleman whose resentment caused the 
reckless journal on the succeeding day to 
crawl at his feet and beg for mercy. It 
refracts its slander, beseeches his clemenev, 
ai.d confesses itself to have been as vilely 
a guilty thing as lie may see fit to term it. 
It will not be overlooked by thinking 
public, however, that in all such cases 
the scandalous publication by sensational 
sheets is in line with the policy of the 
paper, and that the only distinction be­ 
tween the one case of retraction and hun­ 
dreds of others in which it does not con­ 
fess its mendacity, is that in one instance 
the victim has courage equal to his rights, 
and in others the injured suffer and are 
silent. 
In yesterday’s dispatches another in­ 
stance of reckless publishing was related. 
Sensational journals had 
printed the 
statement and commented upon it to his 
injury, that Rev. Dr. Talmage, a pro­ 
nounced total abstinence advocate, had 
set out four kinds of wine at a recent en­ 
tertainment given by him to officers of the 
Thirteenth Regiment. It would have been 
a matter of ease for the New York journals 
to have ascertained whether the story that 
came to them was true. Talmage and 
many of the ofliceni present at the enter­ 
tainment lived scarce a rifle-shot from the 
offices of the papers, yet it does not appear 
to have occnrred to any of the publishers 
to make inquiry as to the truth of the 
story. The libel was published regardless 
of its truth and because it was sensational, 
assailed character, and damaged reputa­ 
tion with 
nonchalance and utter un­ 
concern as to the injuiy it might do its 
victim by holding him up to view as a 
hypocrite. As a matter of fact, said Dr. 
Talmage from his pulpit on Sunday, there 
was not a word of truth in the story. It 
was a cruel and purposeful lie. He offers 
a thousand dollars reward for the produc­ 
tion of any evidence, no matter how slight, 
to show that he tendered wine to his guests, 
or that a solitary drop was in the house. 
The American press of the reckless order, 
if it continues to indulge in such cruel 
and mean devices to gain notoriety will 
hasten the day when more severe laws of 
libel will be passed, and their enforcement 
will go to the other extreme, that of re­ 
stricting the liberty of the press. 


TH E EDUCATIONAL CONVKHTION. 


The work of the local committees in pre­ 
paring for the National Educational Con­ 
vention to be held in California is making 


that the visitors will be well received, in­ 
telligently entertained and sent away with 
good and uncxaggerated opinions of the 
State. The local committee is appealing 
for means to enable it to complete its pre­ 
parations for the convention, and the en­ 
tertainment of the several thousand visit­ 
ors. 
11 ought to have prompt and generous 
response. W hile the convention is to 
meet in San Francisco, every part of the 
State is just as much concerned in its suc­ 
cess. The meeting place, no matter what 
city might be fixed upon, would to an 
extent give that locality some temporary 
advantages. 
But these are of minor im­ 
portance where the benefits to the State of 
the visit of such a body of intelligent peo 
pie are taken into consideration. 
What 
thev are to see in San Francisco will be 
but representative of the producing sec­ 
tions of California, and it is of these that 
the teachers will seek out object lessons. 
Besides, the_ great mass of the educators 
will visit the chief valley and foothill sec­ 
tions of the State, and very many will 
remain here some time, spying out the 
land at their leisure. 
It is incumbent, 
therefore, upon all the interior to give the 
Executive Committee the material support 
asked for, and we have no doubt whatever 
but that it will be afforded. 


TH E END CF AN OUTRAGEOUS SUIT. 


Of all the suits at law ever brought in 
this State professedly in the interest of 
the people, there never lias been one so 
utterly devoid of reason and underlaid by 
so much of mean demagogy as that just de­ 
cided by the Supreme Court of California 
in favor of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company and against the State. 
When 
the action was brought the R ecokd-U n io n 
exposed its true character, as it had the 
previous attempts to force the matter into 
prominence. 
Long prior 
to that the 
threat of a suit was used in a manner to 
justify the belief that it was an attempted 
outrage, the officers of administration 
after administration 
having 
been be­ 
sieged to allow the name of the State to be 
used for the purpose of such a suit, and 
Legislatures 
besought to intervene in 
the matter. 
It was Attorney-General 
Hart 
who, being 
approached 
by an 
interested party concerning it with an 
offer intimating possibility of private gain, 
indignantly drove the offender from his 
office. 
The State i:i 1804 contracted with the 
railroad company to convey its messengers 
and certain other persons, and to transport 
goods to and from the State Fair, without 
compensation, and also to deed to the 
State when patented certain granite quar­ 
ries. For all this the State was to pay 
interest on certain bonds. The company 
performed all the obligations imposed upon 
it by the contract, and a good deal more, 
and the State paid the interest up to about 
the last payment, when officials of the 
State were induced to engage in the 
attempt to recover from the company the 
interest paid, on the ground that the rail­ 
road corporation had not performed its 
part of the agreement. The chief point 
made was that the company liad refused to 
apply for a patent to the land on which 
the granite quarry is located, and had re­ 
fused to make the deed called for by the 
agreement. It was also alleged that the 
company had refused transportation to the 
messengers of the 'State and to carry per­ 
sons and goods fir the State as required by 
the contract. 
Now, all there was in either of these 
charges can be put into a nut shell. 
First, that piossibly some parties claiming 
to be State messengers or entitled to free 
transportation under the contract had been 
refused 
by 
conductors 
because they 
did 
not present 
the necessary 
evi­ 
dence 
of 
their 
official 
character 
—and even these cases, if any had 
arisen, were very few. 
Of course it does 
not call for legal ability to determine 
such an issue—the State messenger must 
show himself to be such, otherwise any 
one choosing to claim the right to travel 
free could secure it by mere verbal asser­ 
tion of the claim. The quarry land could 
not be deeded to the State until patented 
to the company. 
The company had for 
years pertinaciously pressed its claim for a 
patent, but it was contested in part by 
other claimants and 
the Government 
failed to settle the contest and issue the 
patent. It will bereadilyseen that it would 
be greatly to the interest of any one claim­ 
ing the land as against the company, to 
force the latter to buy out the contestants 
in order to secure a patent, and that the 
threat of a suit in the name of the State 
would be a powerful motor to that end. 
In fact, however, the railroad company did 
secure a patent to so much of the land as 
was uncontested, and promptly deeded the 
same to the State. 
On the trial of the action which was for 
a judgment for §1,942,500 and interest, 
against the railroad company, a demurrer 
was interposed for uncertainly, and was 
sustained. 
The State refused to avail of 
the privilege to amend, preferring to go to 
the Supreme Court on the demurrer, and a 
final judgment was accordingly entered. 
The claim in behalf of the State was that 
the railroad company had the option to 
perform the terms of the contract or to 
repay the interest paid by the State on the 
bonds. 
The Supreme Court holds ad­ 
versely to the view, declares that the con­ 
tract was an absolute one, and in nowise 
conditional; that if the State had been 
wronged 
l>y the 
company, it 
should 
have sued 
to recover damages, the 
measure 
being 
at 
least, 
as 
speci­ 
fied 
by 
the 
contract, 
the 
sum 
of the interest paid by the State. The 
suit was not one for damages, and if it had 
been, the complaint was so ambiguous and 
uncertain, say the Court, that recovery 
could not have been had upon i t ; for it 
referred only in a general manner to the 
“• refusal ” of the company to comply witli 
the terms of the agreement without enu­ 
merating any instances of violation. The 
judgment of the Court below was therefore 
affirmed, and thusa longenduringmattcrof 
injustice and attempted outrage comes to 
an end. 
If the State had any ease what­ 
ever against the railroad companv ; if it 
had lieen injured by it in any respect re­ 
lating to the contract, it would have been 
an easy matter to have amended the com­ 
plaint and have set forth the facts. 
But 
the truth is, the action never had any 
basis of verity. The whole State knows 
that the railroad transported for the State 
as provided in the contract, and far beyond 


for the State Fair exhibit are transported 
without charge over lines of the road not 
bound by the contract and over mileage 
far greater than that specified in the Act 
of 18G4. 
Everybody who cared to know 
knew that the patent to a portion of the 
granite land had not been issued, and 
precisely tiie reason for it. The action 
was the outcome of a bit of political clap­ 
trap to give prominence and notoriety to 
certain official influences posing as the 
ehampdons of an “ oppressed poople trod­ 
den beneath the heel of a grasping cor­ 
poration.’’ 


T H E 
W ORK 
OF

The late hour at which the Republican 
State Convention concluded its labors 
precludes extended comment upon it now. 
It must suffice to say for the present that 
it was a body that was representative of the 
party in California in the truest sense ; that 
it did its work promptly anden thusiasticallv 
and sends up> a delegation to the National 
Convention in which the membership of 
the party in California can repose entire 
confidence. The resolutions have a patri­ 
otic ring that will find response in the 
hearts of California Republicans. 
We 
commend to thoughtful reading the ex­ 
haustive and vigorous utterances of the 
Convention. 


A MOTHEn died in childbirth in New 
York and the child soon followed the 
mother, because the husband and father 
refused to call in the human aids and 
appdy the usu il remedies experience lias 
taught mankind to be necessary when the 
circumstances of the case indicate a dan­ 
gerous condition. 
In this instance the 
man was besought to seek human aid to 
prevent what without it would, it was per­ 
fectly evident, end in death. 
He refused, 
trusting in the “ faith cure ” to do that 
which human beings should do for them­ 
selves. 
The police authorities—uot in­ 
spired with profound respect for this 
mystical doctrine, and who believe in 
holding men responsible for neglect of 
ordinary precautions to preserve threatened 
lives that are dependent upon them—have 
taken up the matter for investigation. As 
a rule people are to be at liberty to em­ 
ploy such medical skill as they please, or 
none at all, but there are cases in which 
society has an interest superior to that of 
the individual, and this is one of them. 
It is to be hoped the police investigation 
will result in making the case described a 
test. 
If perfect liberty were allowed in 
all matters, a misguided and stubborn 
person could endanger whole communities 
by relusing to ubserre ordinary precautions 
against the spread of infectious and con­ 
tagious diseases. 
But the law wisely en­ 
forces obedience in such cases to certain 
regulations intended to protect the body 
of society from assault and injury. So­ 
ciety is therefore directly interested in 
every human life, and its preservation. 
The unfortunate woman, though wife of a 
fanatic, had the right to look to society 
for protection of her life and that of her 
child. Both were sacrificed to a craze in 
an extremity, when ordinary midwifery 
would have saved them. 
In such a case 
shall society stand aside and see human 
life offered up> to a sacrifice to defiance of 
usual and ordinary agencies to preserve it? 
Suppose the case ot one who insisted upxm 
treating the patient to the rigor of an icy 
bath at such a time under the plea that it 
was his belief of right procedure. Would 
ordinary human beings hold the man un­ 
accountable, or palliate his offense by the 
excuse that he was at liberty to do as he 
pdeascd ? 


I t is quite the custom for a certain class 
of Democratic papers to tip>-tilt their 
noses at the result of the Electoral Com 
mission of 1876, and to sneer at the ad­ 
ministration of President Haves.

least sensible of them take occasion every 
now and then to speak of Air. Hayes as his 
fraudulency," Of course, such expressions 
are intended to cultivate the idea that the 
Democracy was defrauded by the Com­ 
mission, and are also expected to grate 
harshly upon the sensibilities of Republi­ 
cans.

Spooner A To. •• wave the bloody shirt,” by their 
m alicious attacks on Hayes' title, their scandal­ 
ous ingratitude to the most national ot our Presi­ 
dents since the war, Cleveland excepted, and 
their abuse of the Electoral Commission a 
tribunal suggested by Southern m en and Demo­ 
crats. Hayes was as fairly President as was 
W ashington or Jackson, and he did for the South 
in the restoration of civil power and autonomy 
of the States, w hat Tilden would not have 
dared. If we w ant peace we should uot only be 
peaceable but decently fair.

ALEXANDER HAMILTON'S SOS. 


W h ose B e m a in s R est in th e C ity C em e­ 
tery o f S acram en to. 
A son of th e F irst Secretary of the 
T reasury is buried in our City Cem etery. 
H e was n ex t youngest to P h ilip H am ilton, 
w ho recently died at Poughkeepsie, N. Y. 
T he records of the H am ilton fam ily all 
show th at W illiam Steven died at Sacra­ 
m ento th e 7th of A ugust, 1850, b ut the 
tom bstone gives th e date October 9, 1850. 
It m ay be that the body rested in th e re­ 
ceiving vault u n til the later date, and was 
form ally buried at th at tim e. 
If any ot 
o ur readers can throw light upon this sub­ 
ject 
or 
furnish 
any 
facts 
respect­ 
ing 
this 
interesting 
m an 
our 
col­ 
unia 
are 
gladly 
at 
th eir 
service. 
H e was born in the city of New Y ork 
A ugust 4, 1797, so th at he was a little 
past 50 years of age a t the tim e of bis death. 
H e was not a m an of dissolute habits, hut 
w ith a roving disposition. 
H e left W est 
Point, w hich he entered in 1814, before bis 
graduation, and drifted to various points in 
the then rem ote W estern country. 
In his 
youth he was especially fond of all form s 
of m athem atics, and on account of his pro­ 
ficiency was m ade U nited States Surveyor 
of public lands in Illinois. 
In 1832 he 
served as Colonel of Illinois V olunteers in 
the Black H aw k war, com m anding a recon- 
noitering party under th e fam ous G eneral 
A tkinson. 
H e tided several 
positions 
of 
im portance 
and 
afterw ards 
re­ 
m oved 
to 
W isconsin 
aud 
thence 
to 
California. 
T he Pioneer associations of the 
State m ay be able to definitely fix the tim e 
of his arrival and his occupations during 
his residence here. 
H e was originally 
buried in tier 2, grave 50, but afterwards 
his body was rem oved to lot 90—a neglected 
spot 5 by 10—a space unw orthy of so great 
a nam e. 
T he plot seems to be owned by 
C. W oodm an, and is closely hem m ed in by 
th e grounds now or once owned by N. 
Fitzsim m ons, E. S m ith and H ester V ran- 
ken. 
A dark granite stone, polished on 
one side, m arks the grave, bearing this in ­ 
scription : 
COL. WM. 8. HAMILTON. 
Son of 
G e n . 
A l e x a n d e r 
H a m il t o n . 
Born in New York, August 4 ,17117. 
lie was an early settler and prominent citizen 
of Wisconsin, coming to California in 1819. 
He died here October y, liño, in size and feat­ 
ure, in talent aud character, he much resem­ 
bled his illustrious father. 
A friend erects this stone.

The Engineer says there is no properly 
recorded instance of a locomotive ever 
attaining a greater speed than eighty miles 
an hour, and quotes Charles R. M artin as 
saying that higher speeds are m ythical. 
If gelatine be cuspc nded in ordinary al­ 
cohol it will absorb the water; but as it is 
insoluble iu alcohol that substance will re­ 
m ain behind, and thus nearly absolute 
alcohol may be obtained without distilla­ 
tion. 
The new machine just invented for 
printing postal cards prints them from the 
roll and lurns them out iu packages ready 
for delivery. 
It runs them oil' at the rate 
of 300 a minute, with paper hands pasted 
around each twenty-five. 
It is said one 
man can look after two machines. 
A Pittsburg mechanical engineer has in­ 
vented a novel movable dam, l y the use of 
which he claims a boating stage o f water 
may Le obtained in shallow rivers at all 
seasons of tiie year. 
The invention has 
been exam ined by old river men and pro­ 
nounced practicable. 
The inventor is 82 
‘ years old. 
Experiments have proved that the ten­ 
sile strength o f a wet rope is only one-ihird 
that of the same rope when d ry ; and a 
rope saturated with grease or soap is 
weaker still, as the lubricant permits the 
fibers to slip with greater facility. 
Hemp 
rcpe contracts strongly on being wet, and 
a dry rope 25 feet long will shorten to 24 
on being wet. 
Oil of peppermint in vapordiluted even 
to 1 part in 100,000 wili kill cockroaches 
iu au hour, they dying in convulsions. 
One drop of the oil placed under a bel 1- 
jar covering a cultivation of cholera bacilli 
w ill kill both bacilli and spores in forty- 
eight hours. 
It is aiso regarded as among 
the best surgical antiseptics, and of great 
value in phthisis and diphtheria. 
The American Cultivator recommends a 
m ixture of hydraulic cement and Bkim- 
m ilk for painting farm buildings 
and 
fences. 
The cement is placed in a bucket 
and sweet skim -m iik stirred in un til the 
m ixture is of the consistency of cream. 
The proportions are about one quart of 
cement to a gallon of milk. 
Color may be 
added if desired. 
The paint is cheap and 
durable. 
Nearly twenty years ago Dr. W ilks di­ 
rected attention to the fact that a trans­ 
verse furrow appeared on the nails of the 
hand after a serious illness. 
Medical lit­ 
erature has since then contained a few 
references to the subject. H e again brought 
the subject before the Pathological Society 
at it3 meeting on March 20th, and related 
a remarkable case. 
In that case the fur­ 
row was caused by three days’ sea-sick­ 
ness. 


A very good and sensitive barometer 
m ay Le made by gluing together strips of 
red cedar and seasoned pine. 
A strip of 
red cedar about thirty inches long, one and 
one-half inches wide, and one-eighth of an 
inch thick, is cut with the grain, and to 
one side of it must he glued strips of pine 
ol equal thickness, with the gram running 
across that of the cedar. 
This combina­ 
tion is set on end, and will, according to 
the state of the weather, be found to have 
bent over on one side or the other, and this 
m ay be determined by trial.— M an u factu r­ 
en? G azette. 


Fire under water can be produced by 
placing a small piece of phosphorus in a 
conically-shaped glass filled with water, 
and some crystals of chlorate o f potash 
covering the phosphorus, and then pour­ 
ing through a long tube funnel, or a glass 
tube, a few drops of sulphuric acid down 
on tiie m ixture at the bottom of the glass. 
Tongues of llame can lie seen flashing up 
through the water. 
T he intense chemical 
action produces sufficient heat to inflame 
the phosphorus under the water. 
W here 
there is sufficient heat and oxygen fire w ill 
burn, whether in air or water.

A s m ight bo expected, human vanity 
has for the most part chosen to depict the 
man as ultim ately victorious in these con­ 
tests of wits, but in some eases the phase 
chosen lias nothing to relieve the hum ilia­ 
tion for the biped.

remark in his natural tone of 
voice,

S o rg h u m lo r Forage». 
J. H. Alexander gives some very inter­ 
esting facts in a letter to the Lire Stock 
Journal, upon the value of sorghum for 
forage. 
H e says upon the thin soil of the hill 
country the sorghums arc invaluable, and 
he depends largely upon them for grain as 
w ell as for fodder. 
“ I plant plenty of sweet sorghum for 
green feed, and use it liberally from the 
tim e it shows a head until frost, m aking 
successive patches of them. 
Any that is 
not fed green is cured in shocks, and if cut 
up, is good food as long as it lasts. 
I save 
the seed separately, and feed them in place 
o f oats or corn to all sorts of stock. 
“ The non-saccharine sorghums, such as 
tuilo maize (yellow is the earliest aod best) 
and Kaffir corn and white Dhoura, 1 plant 
always two or more kinds for grain and for 
fodder. 
W here corn makes fifteen to 
twenty bushels these make thirty to fifty 
bushels pier acre. 
The stocks are green 
and full of vigor when the grain is ripe, 
and that is not the case with corn. 
The 
green sorghum stalks make tons of storage 
— I never am able to take care of all i 
make.” 
The writer substantiates his statement 
as to the value of sorghum grain for feed­ 
ing by the reports of the Department of 
Agriculture ; and says that the feed ques­ 
tion has never troubled him much since 
he began the use of sorghum grain and 
furage.

York Horticultural Society recently that 
the black knot on plum trees, it is now 
well established, is caused by a fungus, the 
native habitat of which seems to be some 
of our wild cherry trees. 
It ia not known 
across the Atlantic. 
If a recently infected 
branch is examined in May or June with a 
small m agnifying glass, the filaments can 
Lfi Men. 
Xiieee arc threads which bear 
spores, and the latter fall off, and periuw>5 
produce black knot elsewhere. 
After a 
while the black crust forms, the filaments 
are growing aud enlarging, until they ap­ 
pear to be one whole body. 
Elongated 
sacks grow into the inside, and these con­ 
tain another form of spores, which con 
tinue to develop and ripen during winter, 
and are mature perhajsj in m iddle of Janu­ 
ary. 
They fall out through an opening of 
the crust, and when they lodge in a favora­ 
ble position, w ill germinate and produce 
new knots. 
Part of the structure grows 
w iihin the branch, eveu under the bark, 
and kills. 
W henever and wherever the 
disease appears, the infected parts should 
at once be cut off and burned. 
Look out 
for infected wild cberriea in the vicinity. 
There is hardly any danger from infection 
by the use of knife, as the disease is not in 
the juice. 
N o remedy is known, except 
the knife. 
Always cut at least two or 
three inches below the diseased portion, or 
a new knot may form below the old one 
without spores.—San Francisco Merchant.

THEOSOPHY. 


TALK WITH 
PROF. ELLIOTT 
COCES ON THE SUBJECT. 


The Apostle o f Occult Ecieuce on 
A s tra l Bodies, Secrets o f the 
Theosophical Society—E tc. 


[From the Chicago Herald.] 
The growth in the United States of the 
extraordinary philosophy know as theoso­ 
phy lends special interest to the presence 
ai Chicago of Dr. Elliott Cones, the head 
of the order in this country. 
He is the 
guest of his brother-in-law, J. M. Fowler, 
of 301 Superior street. 
Dr. Coues Is one 
of the mo6t 
brilliant men of science 
America has produced. 
He is our fore­ 
most living ornithologist, and attached to 
ak> name is a string of titles, honorary 
end scientific, that would occupy half a 
oolumn of print. 
Among his principal 
works are the following:

“ Che:k List and Dictionary of North 
Amorican Birds,” ’¿‘2; “ Avifauna Colum­ 
biana (with Prentiss ," ’83; “ Bingen, a 
Speculation on the Origin and Nature of 
Ufe," '84 ; “ Now Key to North Ameri­ 
can Birds,” ’81; “ The Daunon of Darwin,” 
'84, 
Also author of several hundred 
monograms and minor papers in scientific 
periodicals, and editor or a.-sociate editor 
?or some years of r he “ Bulletin of the 
United States Geological Survey,” “Bulle­ 
tin of the National Ornithological Club,” 
“American Naturalist,” “ American Jour­ 
nal of Otology,” '' KueyclopseJia Ameri­ 
cana," “ Standard Natural History,” “The 
Auk,” etc. 
Dr. Coues is now a close student of occult 
science. That he may have time to prose­ 
ó te his investigations, he has given up 
various scientific positions of honor and 
•molument to devote himself to occult 
science. 
When asked last evening what 
occult science is, Professor Coues replied: 
“ It is the knowledge of that which is 
hidden from most persons. 
For example, 
the explanation of the phenomena of 
spiritualism. That comes strictly tinder 
that head—rationally accounting for the 
phenomenaof theosophy. Occultism is an 
old name for what is now preferably called 
•psychical research.” 
1 What is the difference between spirit­ 
ualism and theosophy ?’’ 
“ Theoeopliv recognizes as substantially 
true the phenomena of spiritualism, hut 
differs from the spiritualistic doctrine 
chiefly in supposing that most if not all of 
the phenomena of ¡spiritualists believe to 
be only possible to the disembodied souls 
of men, can be and arc often produced by 
the properly trained spiritual faculties of 
men still in the flesh.” 
“ Can you give an illustration?" 
"One of the commonest phenomena of 
spiritualism is that of levitation, or the 
raising of a chair or table o il'the floor in 
opposition to the force of gravity, com­ 
monly supposed to be due to the influence 
of disembodied intelligence; whereas, a 
theosophist would say the same result can 
be produced by one who knows how to 
properly direct the influence of animal 
magnetism to that end.” 
" What is animal magnetism ?” 
"A subtle power possessed by most per­ 
sons in some degree, capable of feeing more 
>r less highly cultivated, and of producing 
physical effects 
without 
contact, and 
through no known physical means of com­ 
munication. The result of the operation 
of that force are obviously physical or 
mechanical, but the means of producing 
them are not. The source of that power is 
purely spiritual. Matter cannot act ex­ 
cept where it is, but spirit can act where 
it does not appear to be." 
“ In what sense do you use the word 
spiritual ?” 
“ My use of the word spiritual is not 
very different from others use of the word 
mental; but I mean more than that. 
Spirit may be defined as the reverse of 
anything and everything which matter is. 
For example, it gravitation be considered 
the most universal pro[>erty of matter, 
levitation may be considered the most 
universal property of spirit. 
If form be a 
universal attribute of matter, formlessness 
would be an equally universal qualitv of 
spirit.” 
' 
‘ How much closer can you get to ‘spirit’ 
as you understand it than the orthodox 
Christian can to his God T 
“Not nearer, perhaps, but we approach the 
spiritual bv rational investigation of those 
trutlis which religion accepts on authority, 
thus substituting knowledge for belief by 
using reason instead of faith. Thus we 
know and can prove to be true as matters 
>f physical science many truths which are 
now only accepted on faith. 
We iuvest 
with new meaning such truth as there may 
be in the Christian religion, for example, 
when we demonstrate it by means of phys­ 
ical research, disencumbering it of its 
supernatural element and making it a 
matter of kuown psychic science. Take 
the supreme question for example, ‘if a 
man die, shall he live again?’ 
Most 
Christians believe it on the authority of 
revelation. 
The Theosophist knows it 
through psychic research which it is quite 
possible for him to conduct.” 
“ Do you speak in this particular from 
experience?” 
' 1 speak from my own experience in the 
*ense of having more than once witnessed 
the soul, that is to say, the spiritual body 
of a living jicrson apart from its natural 
physical body, and 1 infer that the com­ 
plete and permanent separation of the two 
to be governed by the same laws, and to be 
but an extension of the same phenomena.” 
“ Will you explain the condition under 
which you ‘ once witnessed the soul apart 
from its natural physical body ?’ ” 
“ Certainly. For example, it is possible 
for me, by the process of what is called 
self-mesmerization, to put my natural 
bodily faculties under arrest, as it were, 
and induce the state commonly called clair­ 
voyance. In that condition the mental 
faculties are intensely active, and the 
psychic senses of my own astral body come 
into operation. 
What I can then see, or 
otherwise sense, might be the astral body 
of another person to which I directed my 
attention. The astral body of another per­ 
son would then be as plain to my psychic 
senses as his natural body would be to my 
natural senses. It takes time and patience 
to conduct such an experiment in psychic 
science as this, and 1 am a very busy man 
with my ordinary scientific avocations, but 
1 have several times accomplished this re­ 
sult. Such instances of clairvoyance are 
by no means rare.” 
“ When did you first become aware of 
your ability to discern the astral body of a 
living person ?” 
“According to my recollection it was in 
the year 1879. 
Alone in my study I sud­ 
denly became aware of the pre-ence of a 
friend. On turning my eyes I distinctly 
saw the phantom, apparition, or astral 
body standing within about three feet of 
me. The recognition was instantaneous. 
The phautom w is sufficiently distinct fur 
me to note details of dress and expression 
of face, as well as the general attitude and 
bearing. 
Yet the figure did not intercept 
my view of objects in the room, which 
could be seen directly through it. The 
form lasted five or six seconds. 
I noted a 
peculiarity of dress, and on subsequent in­ 
quiry I found at that moment the person 
whose apparition 1 had witnessed was in 
fact attired exactly as I had seen, and was 
in a soutld sleep in a residence about a 
quarter of a mile distant.” 


“ It seems strange that the astral body 
should wear clothes ?” 
“ Should you expect it to appear naked ? 
The next time you think of me it will be 
as you see me now.” 
“ Yes, but when I think of you it will 
be a mental image called up by memory.” 
“Quite true, and there is just the differ­ 
ence; because your memory of me will be 
purely subjective—will l>ear no necessary 
relation to my appearance at the time of 
your thought—and will entirely lack the 
appearance of outward objective reality', 
externally which a true phantom presents.” 
"H as your own astral body ever been 
witnessed apart from your physical one?” 
“On several occasions. The most recent 
case was reported a few month-* ago in a 
Chicago afternoon paper, and from this 
very room in which we are now sitting. 
The person who saw it was in Washington. 
That phantom was both visible and audi­ 
ble, able to answer certain questions and 
give accurate information of what was 
occurring at the moment in Chicago, even 
to the names of several peisons who were 
present with me.” 
“ This almost transcends the bounds of 
credibility." 
“ It is nevertheless strictly true. 
One 
business of the theosophy is togive persons 
more just ideas of the naturally possible.” 
“ Where you at the time conscious that 
vour astral bodv was visible in Washing­ 
ton?” 
“ Yes. 
1 was wide awake and in full 
possession of my senses. To answer your 
question more fully would he t*> put you 
in possession of the means of doing so 
yourself, which 1 am by no means pre­ 
pared to do." 
“ Why not?" 
“ I might give you a dozen reasons ‘why 
not.’ The reason I select is one of the 
rules of the riieoaophical Society, which is 
nec-e sarily a secret organization.” 
“ Why necessarily secret ?” 
“ Because the public is not prepared to 
fully iinderst ind or to fairly 
discuss 
psychic science. W hat we do give does 
not always meet with proper considera­ 
tion.” 
“ Entertaining such a belief, this may be 
a strange world to you.” 
“ To a Theosophist no one thing is 
stranger than any other thing, and the 
phenomena of the material world are so 
closely linked to those of the astral world 
that one may be said to shade insensibly 
into the other. 
Hence we speak of this 
world as simply the material plane of ex­ 
istence, of which the astral world is but 
little different—almost a counterpart.” 
“ Is life in the astral world eternal ?” 
“ I presume not. Since the astral body 
has form and substance it eventually per­ 
ishes like the physical form—a fact alluded 
to in the Bible under the name of the 
second death. When a Theosophist speaks 
of the immortality of the soul he means 
the survival of the astral body for a longer 
or shorter period after the dissolution of 
the natural body.” 
“ What, according to your philosophy, is 
your conviction, if you have any, with 
reference to the third stage?” 
“ The third stage is the escape of the 
spirit from its astral body into the condi­ 
tion known as that of Devachan, leaving 
behind it an astral shell. 
Most of the 
genuine materializations of the Spiritual­ 
ists are these astral shells or astral corpses 
drawn into the magnetic currents of living 
persons, and, as it were, galvanized into a 
semblance of life, during which they may 
present a fairly recognizable phantom of 
the deceased person.” 
“ What would you recommend a man to 
do by way of investigation 
“ Study psychic science and find out for 
yourself how these tilings are. Take noth­ 
ing on my authority or on any authority, 
human or alleged divine. 
Investigate for 
vourseif.”

Some warlike kingdom will draw the sword, 
But peaceful nations in peace will thrive. 
Students of modern history will readily 
recall how faithfully this prophecy has 
been fulfilled in the four previous years to 
which it applied. 
In 1699 Russia, Denmark and Poland 
formed the coalition against Sweden,which 
inaugurated the great war that ended in 
the disastrous defeat of Charles X II. at 
Pultowa. 
The year 1789 will ever be memorable 
on account of the breaking out of the 
French revolution. 
Seventeen hundred and ninety-eight 
witnessed the campaign of Bonaparte in 
Egypt aud the formation of the second 
European coalition against France. 
In 1879 war broke out between England 
and Afghanistan, followed by the invasion 
of the latter country by British troops. 
In what manner the prediction is to be 
verified in 1888 remains yet to be seen, but 
the present condition of Europe seems to 
promise an abundant fulfillment of the 
prophecy.— Philadelphia Inquirer. 


G r a p e C u ttin g s . 
Grape cuttings should now be taken 
from the cellar, or other pi aces, of storage, 
say the Vineyurdist, and buried in a drv 
sunny place, top-end down, so that the 
upper end is about ten or twelve inches 
below the surface of the ground, then put 
on about two inches of good soil, and cover 
w ith a thick layer of fermenting horse 
manure. 
This, with the warm rays of the 
sun, soon warms the layer of earth on the 
cuttings, and not only induces the rapid 
callousing-of the butts, but the formation 
of roots also. 
At the proper time take up 
the cuttings and put them in a well pre­ 
pared cutting bed, and the growth will 
astonish vou.

The feet can be kept warmer in cold 
weather by wearing a shoe with a light 
sole than a thick one. 
W ith the former 
the shoe has a chance to work, thereby 
keeping up a circulation.

it is best to bear a single-soled shoe inside. 
In the summer the th u k sole should be 
worn, for it keeps the heat from striking 
through to the foot.

Tow ard the R epublican side of tbe cham ­ 
ber, w here Ingalls ol K a-sas stood calm ly 
aw aiting developm ents. 
Cockerell of Mis­ 
souri, ucd Beck and B lackburn of K en­ 
tucky caugUt Y oorhees by the arm s, forc­ 
ing him into his seat, and persuaded him to 
leave the cham ber. 
It was late in the afternoon. Ingalls had 
concluded a speech of over two hours’ du­ 
ration in reply to an attack m ade upon him 
last week, w hich attack was draw n forth 
by an assault w hich Ingalls bad m ade 
som e weeks previous upon the A dm inistra­ 
tion and Southern Senators, in the course 
of w hich the Kansas Senator hail assailed 
H ancock, McClellan and F itz Jo h n Porter.

Jam es Johnson, a 
Republican Representative from Indiana, 
sat by Ingalls’ side while the debate was in 
progress, and whispered suggestions into 
his ear. 
Ingalls esked Voorhees if it was true that 
Indiana soldiers on a train going out from 
Terre Haute during the war, had not 
threatened to lynch him with a bell-cord.

The Horticultural Times gives the fol­ 
lowing method of making a fertilizer for 
pot plants : 
From a blacksmith’s shop I 
obtain the clippings of the horses’ hoofs, 
and as they sweep the floor, some of the 
coal-dust and the steel or iron cinders and 
filings also. 
I fill a pail altout one-fourth 
full of this substance and then add boiling 
soft water enough to make the pail full. 
Once a week, then, I give the plants a 
thorough bath, usually setting the pots for 
a while in the liquid. 
I have found this 
treatm ent most excellent; 
it seems to 
furnish a complete food, for the plants at 
all seasons have the freshness and green­ 
ness of J une, and are remarkably prolific 
in flowering.

THE SALMON 
INTEREST. 


L iv in g s to n S to n e to H a v e C h a r g e o f th o 
F a c ific S ta tio n . 
Livingston Stone, long connected with 
the United States Fish Commission, and 
now Field Superintendent for the Commis­ 
sion for tbe Pacific coast, has been in the 
city for several days on business connected 
with his office. ’* I am glad to see you,” 
said he to a reporter of this journal yes­ 
terday, *‘ for there are some things regard­ 
ing the Government Commission that I 
think tbe people here ought to know. The 
essential point is that hereafter all the 
work done by ibis Commission in this 
State and on ibis coast will be conducted 
solely for the benefit of the coast. 
Up to 
present time, while some rivers have been 
stocked with fish, yet the chief use of the 
stations here has been for tbe breeding of 
fish to be taken to Eastern waters. 
I have 
been out here often, but heretofore I have 
come to get supplies and take them away. 
Now I am going to be here all the time 
and do ail aiv work lor the Commission in 
the interest of the coast. This change has 
resulted since Colonel McDonald became 
Government Fish Commissioner, succeed­ 
ing to the office long held by Professor 
Baird. The organization of the Commis­ 
sion has been changed since Professor 
Baird's death. 
I used to be one of tbe 
Deputy Commissioners: now there are no 
Deputy Commissioners, but there are three 
Field Superintendents—one for the At­ 
lantic, one for the great lakes and one for 
the Pacific. 
“ The Government Commission is dis­ 
posed to do all it can do for this coast. 
It 
has always been its policy to act in har­ 
mony with the State Commission, and it 
will do so now, that is, when we can learn 
exactly who the State Commissioners are. 
The State Commission will make sugges­ 
tions, and we will endeavor to carry them 
out so far as practicable. There are three 
stations on this coast «aw : Toe trout sta­ 
tion on the McCloud river in Shasta, the 
salmon s’ation on the Clackamas in Ore­ 
gon, aud the salmon station on the Mc­ 
Cloud. The trout station on the McCloud 
is to be shut down in a few months, for no 
more California trout are required in East­ 
ern waters at present. 
We .-hall take over 
100 000 trout eggs and fish from the station 
and put them into the McCloud river about 
September next, atid then close the station. 
About that time we will put thousands of 
young salmon into the Sacramento and its 
tributaries. 
We will a so be prepared to 
send salmon eags to any of tbe rivers on 
the coast where they may be desired. I 
will m ake my headquarters at the McCloud 
river salmon station. 
Baird is the post­ 
office. 
“ It is the plan of Colonel McDonald to 
have eventually a Western distributing 
agency of the Commission at Denver with 
me in charge. This be considers will be a 
central point, although for me to make the 
circuit of the coast stations from that point 
I will have to travel over four thousand 
miles. There is now some talk of bringing 
lobsters out here, and it mav be done be­ 
fore long 
I think J. D. Redding should 
be retained in the State Commission. 
He 
is enthusiastic and public-spirited in the 
work. The Albatross, the steamer of the 
Government Commission, will be up this 
way soon. She is now between here and 
Panam a. She has several scientists aboard 
who will perfortn work of great value for 
this coast.”—8’ F. Bulletin, May 1st.
